DECATUR, ILL., Jan. 25,1875. 


BINQBAM DISTRICT. 


This district is on thl eastern dope 


of tbe Oquirrh range of monntains/dis- 
tant 28 miles southwest of Salt Lake 
City; there are four distinct belts of 
mineral running through this district, 
that of the two central belts is charac- 
terized as Sulphuret.Carbonate and Ox- 
ide ores, assaying from 30 to 70 per 
cent, in lead, and from 20to 100 ounces 
in liber per ton. Tbe northwest -belt 
of a still higher grade of mineral, the 
gray carbonate ores generally picyail 
with a larger per'cent, of silver and legs 
of lead ; the southeast belt also dimin- 
ishes in the lead assay, from the north- 
east; to the southwest side of the belt;'
